Senator Fowler lias recently onenl v
and plainly advocated the extension
of tiie franchise, and aside from lilin
I know of no mnn prominent in the
Radical party of the State who has
advocated any such policy. It may
well be questioned whether he can be
said to have much Influence with his
party, fur I am sorry to say that the
spirit of intolerance and partisauism
is so Intense here that since his vote
on the impeachment of the President
he has hardly been considered as one
of tho party. One of the results of
tne war lias been to throw into prom-
inence in our State the turbulent,
restless spirits of our party, and there
is little of moderation, of liberality
or statesmanship in our legislation or
party policy. I hoped that when the
election of Oenernl Grant was secured,
and the administration of our Na
tional Government was fully In the
control of our groat Union party, the
itauicni party of Tennessee would
march into line and act in harmony
with the great Republican party of
the Union. Rut in tills I plainly see
I am to be disappointed. I do not ex
aggerate my statements any when I
say thnt there Is less inclination on
the part of the leaders of the party to
enlarge the privileges of the franchise
than there was last winter. This feel
ing has IsH'ii provoked by the unwise
action nnd policy of tho disfranchised
rebels of Middle and West Tennessee,
whoorganized to demand and enforce
their claim under the guise of Ku- -
klux Kluns. But the irrave mistake
made by our legislator is thnt they
enact their laws to gratify passions
Iirovoked by such conduct, without

steadily in view the cardinal
principles of or con-
sidering maturely the evils they cre-
ate. It Is doubtless true that 'there
are very many bad men now disfran-
chised, who may well consider them-
selves fortunate In esoanlnir with
such a light punishment from their
grave crimes, mm ills also true they
have not acted In a manner to entitle
them to the sympathy of any one.
But all these, thinirs aside, the treat
ceutral fact stares us in the face that
here In Tenneaseo over 80,000 men
who own a large proportion of the
Stato, and who are heavily taxed.

There nre in this city 0110 hundred
men. who are. worth probably a mill-
ion dollars, who lltt ve no voice what-
ever in tho cotitnil of the State or
municipal guvcMimrnt, The general

vants responsible for their acts of
omission and commission, and unless
a change in party tactics and leaders
takes place before that time, the party
will be defeated, and we shall then
likely have a reaction which will be as
damaging a nd fatal to the peace of the
State and the Interests and property
of our people as the unwise party
policy which has been and is now be-
ing pursued.

A PROCLAM ATIOJf.
WAEPEA8, the President of the

nesty aud purdou to persons who had
been or were concerned in the late
rebellion, against the lawful author!
ty of the government of the United
states, which proclamations were
severally issued on the 8th day of
December, 1803, ou the 20th day of
March, 1804, on the 20th day of May,
180.5, on the 7th day of September,
1H67. and ou the 4th day of July in
tho present year: aud whereas, the
authority of the Federal government
having been established in all the
States aud Territories within Juris-
diction of the United States, it Is be--
lleved that such prudential reserva
tions and exceptions as at the date of
saia several proclamations wereueem
ed jiectwsary and proper, may now be

thenar.

when, during the rrfestfusslon or tfi
legal-tend- er clause, I pointed out tha
fact that no time was fixed whan
their redemption could lie demanded,
I wa told that the omission was in
tehtlonal. Til "floocHrrr thA riniini
try" is only to keep outstanding tha
exact amount of currency issued by
these same gentlomep. Tho "basket-
ful of rags" would dellirht the heart!
of every oneof them, even though hi
opportunity for "laying by for a rainy
day" would have satisfied even .

The whole irreonback theory con.
sista of two plain, simple proposltlonsr

First: We will pay the public cred-
itor what we promised to pay him
no icss, no more.

Second : We inflated the eurrcnev
when the government wa buying
material of war and Incurring the
debt. We will not contract the cur-
rency when the government Is about
to pay the debt. If the currency la
contracted price fall. The debt re-
mains nominally the same; but, in
order to pay his taxes, the farmer
must self more corn nnd wheat nnd
barley, the manufacturer more oloth
or shoes or furniture or machinery,
the laborer must work more hours.
This is robbing tho people to enrich
the public creditor. The legal-tend- er

act confiscated the pmjierty of the
creditor class. Tills system of con-
traction confiscate tha property of
the debtor class.

Some of our friends favor Inflation
of the currency beyond the point to
which It hit ever gone. I will not
go Into that question hero. If we
would do exact Justice between the
people and tho public creditor, we'
would keep the volume of currency
exactly what it was when the debt
was being contracted. It was then
upward of one thousand millions. It'
Is now scarcely moro than six htm- -'
dred and fifty millions. At the close
of the war, business wa active, en-
terprise was stimulated, lalsir was
emnloved and well nald. Tinea wura
collected in one year to the' amount'
of five hundred and eighty million.:
t ins condition or affairs should have
been "let alone" until the debt wa
ail paid.

ment or an our interests. recio;payment are undoubtedly very de
sirable, not a an end, but as a meanai
as a condition of financial affairs
out of which are to flow stability,
regularity, order. We may make
sacrifices in hastening unduly to at-

tain that MMitiou greater than we In
cur by tsMittKining It. I certainly.
think the injustice and distress caused
to the tax-pay- er ami the duhtor of
the country, by adding forty or fifty
per cent, to their obligations, or by
diminishing at that rate their re-
sources, would be such a sacrifice.
